"Opera¬ 
tion Air-Lilt, the patients performed their acts so well that 
in .some instances their realism added humor to an important 
and serious occasion.

Book News 
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Insight To Stevenson, 
Brontes Lives Shown 

By JOHNNYE KENNEDY 

THE BEWITCHED PARSONAGE, the story of 
the Brontes, by William Stanley Braithwaite, is an 
interesting and readable account of the lives of the 
famous—-Charlotte, Emily, Branwell, and Anne. 

This biography of a family first introduces the 
father, Patrick Bronte, an Irishman named for St. 
Patrick. 

In 1806 after graduating from Cambridge, Patrick 
was ordained in the Episcopal Church. In the fol¬ 
lowing years he traveled from parish to parish. In 
1812 he met, courted, and married Mary Branwell 
of Cornwall, a well-to-do young lady. 

The Bronte family moved to Haworth in 1820. 
Here the children grew up and here they wrote the 
novels that have become classics. After Mary 
Bronte’s death, Patrick became a stern father, 
often withdrawn into himself. 

During their childhood years the four Brontes 
invented a mythical empire, Angria, which was 
located on the South Pacific coast of Africa. For 
several years each member of the family wrote 
stories about this kingdom and its people. This 
practice proved to be beneficial later when each 
of the girls wrote novels. 

In this book each of the Brontes is discussed in 
turn. Their lives in the “bewitched” parsonage 
reads like a novel. Each of the Bronte masterpieces 
—Jane Eyre, Wuthering Heights, Agnes Grey—is 
discussed; Mr. Braithwaite gives his opinion of 
the inspiration for each one. He also gives Anne 
Bronte a higher place in literature than she usual¬ 
ly rates from critics. 

If you have always wanted to know more about 
the Brontes, if you have always wondered why 
Charlotte wrote Jane Eyre and why Emily wrote 
Wuthering Heights, THE BEWITCHED PARSON¬ 
AGE has the answers for you. 

In VOYAGE TO WINDWARD Joseph C. Furnas 
presents Robert Louis Stevenson, the author of 
Treasure Island, Kidnapped, and The Strange Case 
of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.

If a man's indigestion is not up¬ 
permost in the young lady’s mind, 
but the necessity of making a liv¬ 
ing at something that will later 
aid in building a home, home eco¬ 
nomics is the field for her. 

Outside the home the field of 
home economics is now a vast one 
with opportunities unlimited in 
both job variety and advancement. 

Eleven divisions are open to 
young women. 

The field of teaching home eco¬ 
nomics offers a host of jobs be¬ 
cause all types of schools employ 
home economics teachers. The 
school include both public and pri¬ 
vate schools, as well as colleges 
and universities. 

Some YWCAs employ home eco¬ 
nomics teachers for the classes 
conducted by this organization. 

Girls who have extensive educa¬ 
tion may advance into these 
branch units in the field of teach¬ 
ing. 

They become supervisors of 
home economics departments in 
county or city school systems, 
teachers’ training, or do research 
for the advancement and improve¬ 
ment of the home economics field. 

Those in the field of extension 
work are more popularly known 
as county home demonstration 
agents. 

These girls have tremendous re¬ 
sponsibilities. It is their aim to 
improve the health as well as 
physical appearance of farms. They 
work closely with the rural fam¬ 
ily and help make necessary im¬ 
provements. 

Besides the improving of farm 
homes and home life, these agents 
direct and organize 4-H groups, 
service clubs, such as men’s serv¬ 
ice organizations and women’s 
federated clubs. 

The field of food and nutrition is 
the field of dietetics. It is the duty 
of dietitians to plan and supervise 
the preparation-of food. 

This field offers job variety also. 
Dietitians may plan wholesome 
food for growing youngsters, weigh 
out special diets for diabetics, pre¬ 
pare food for convalescents, or 
plan wholesome meals for hard¬ 
working factory employes. Dieti¬ 
tians are employed by public 
health service for work in public 
schools, cafeterias, colleges, fac¬ 
tories for supervision of employes’ 
lunchrooms, hotels, YMCA, YWCA 
and Veteran Administration hos¬ 
pitals. 

Those who plan a military ca¬ 
reer after college can be commis¬ 
sioned and serve as dietitians in 
military hospitals. 

Advantages of advancement im¬ 
provement in all fields offer op¬ 
portunities for those capable. 

New fields are textiles, business, 


institutional, managemei&J 
search, social services, journj 
radio, and television.

When most boys were learning 
to fly kites, William Howard Wis¬ 
ner, now a TJC pre-med student, 
was navigating a plane across the 
skies. 

His first plane ride was back 
in 1927 when he was just two 
weeks old. He began flying at the 
age of seven. By the time he was 
fourteen, he had soloed with bet¬ 
ter than 100 hours. He now has a 
record of 6700 flying hours, a 
record hard to excel. 

Back in 1922, Mr. Bryce Wisner 
Sr., and his brother began the 
Royal Flying Circus, consisting of 
eight World War I Flying Jennies. 
They did their trick flying through 
the 30's. 

During the war Howard Wisner 
served as a Celestial Navigation 
Trainer instructor. He also served 
as an instructor with the link 
trainer at Kimpo Field, Seoul, 
Korea. The link trainer was used 
to teach instrument flying. 

Wisner has single, multi-engine, 
and DC-3 airline ratings. These 
ratings entitle him to fly as cap¬ 
tain on scheduled airline flights. 

He now has a flying school con¬ 
sisting of 29 planes. They vary 
from the Culver Cadet, a plane 
weighing from five to six hundred 
pounds, to a twin engine Cessna 
which weighs 5700 pounds. 

He is licensed and equipped to 
teach commercial, instrument, and 
multi-engine flying. 

“Usually it takes from seven 
to ten hours to solo, depending 
on the student,” said Wisner, but 
he has had men to solo in as little 
as two days. 

While not instructing new stu¬ 
dents, Wisner does some crop 
dusting. 

Many unusual incidents have 
occurred in his career in flying. He 
has had everything from wheel 
to motor trouble. 

Once while dusting cotton this 
summer, carrying 1259 pounds of 
explosive insecticide, and with the 
wheels of his plane skimming the 
cotton tops, he hit a small farm 
building. The sudden jolt didn’t 
set off the explosive, but Wisner 
did not know if the landing gears 
were intact. While landing he 
had to literally feel his way down. 
Luckily the wheels were all right. 

Another time, Wisner, his wife, 
and Everett Nix, an instructor, 
were flying a Stinson Reliant in 
from New Orleans. They had just 
passed over the swampy Louisiana 
country and were nearing the 
Carthage Airport when a sudden 
clattering came from the motor. 

Three of the connecting rods 
had pulled apart. The engine 
wasn’t getting enough RPM’s to 
keep the plane in the air. Obvious¬ 
ly there was no other way out of 
the situation except to land. 

In all seriousness, trying to con¬ 
ceal his excitement, Nix suggested 
landing. 

The plane steadily lost altitude, 
while Wisner was doing all he 
could to make the airport. The 
plane stalled, barely missing a 
fence just as it reached the air¬ 
port. That was Mrs. Wisner’s first 
and last plane ride. 


While teaching his students 
navigation, Wisner makes cross 
country trips. He was on one of 
these trips with a three plane 
formation flying to Laredo when 
bad weather set in. They were 
forced to land on the highway. 

It was a tricky job to land on a 
highway between electric wires 
with a strong wind blowing. Two 
of the planes landed all right, but 
one of the students, after a couple 
of attempts, became too nervous 
to try it again. 

When Wisner and the other 
student saw him fly out of sight, 
they figured he would crash, but 
after a few minutes they saw his 
plane taxiing along the road 
toward them. He had flown on 
down the highway until he came 
to a place where there were no 
wires—and landed. He then had to 
taxie about five miles along the 
highway to the other planes. 

A game warden who had seen 
the planes land, tried to arrest 
the three men for deer hunting on 
private property. He dropped the 
charge when he saw that they 
didn’t have any guns. 

Wisner’s biggest scare came 
while flying a twin engine Cessna 
over Kilgore. He was making a 
long approach to land when an en¬ 
gine caught fire. The plane was 
not high enough for him to bail 
out and he would not have time 
to gain altitude. His only chance 
was to try to land before the en¬ 
gine exploded. He managed to 
land in time for the fire to be put 
out, although one wing and en¬ 
gine burned beyond repair. 

Wisner, like many other flying 
instructors of World War II, has 
taken up crop dusting and the 
like. The mortality rate for these 
men is excessively high, due to the 
extreme danger of flying low 
while dusting. 

“I think these men should be 
reserved in some way in case there 
should be another war. At the 
rate that they are dying, we won’t 
have enough instructors to train 
our men,” said Wisner,
